The Council has offered 
$14,000 for the quarry and 

$5,600 for the block. 

And the hole may be filled 
with rubbish and turned in- 
to a park. 

Humes Ltd. had offered 
the quarry and 14 home 
sites to the Council. 


The land is bounded by 
Duosa, Millers and Beuron 
Rds. and the western 


boundary of Bond Reserve. 

The quarry is about 30 
feet deep. 

‘The Council's works com- 
mittee considered alterna- 
tive proposals. 

Firstly, if the quarry hole 
was not 
a) Swimming Pool Site: 


Problems not normally 
encountered in a conven- 
tional type of pool would 
be involved and the cost of 
a pool, or pools, could be 
expected to be greater than 
for a pool, or pools exca- 
vated in the normal manner. 
b) Malti-Storey Flats: 

If the lower 30 feet of a 
possible building, ie. the 
portion which is now the 
quarry hole, were to be uti- 
lized for car parking pur- 
poses, a high-rise building 
for flats might, be econo- 
mic. 

However, the cost’ of such 
a building is likely to be so 
great that it is doubtful if 
any developer would be in- 
terested in the project. 

c) Amphitheatre: : 

In view of the proximity 


to Millers Road and the 
proposed Lower = Yarra 
Crossing Freeway, traffic 


noises could make the site 
unsatisfactory for purposes 
of an amphitheatre. 

d) Gardens: 

The cost of developing the 





area as a sunken garden 
would be great and of 
doubtful value. 


; Secondly, 1 if the quarry hole

At the outset, in view of 
the depth of the quarry, 
namely approximately 38 
feet, it would be risky to 
permit any substantial build- 
ing to erected on the 
area within approximately 
20 years of the quarry hole 


being filled. 

{a) 

If Bond Reserve were 
considered to be a_ satis- 


factory site for a Swimming 
Pool, the filled quarry area 
could be used in conjunc- 
tion with the swimming pool 
area and/or as a playing 
area. 

b) Residential Purposes: 

The erection of dwellings 
on the filled area should 
not be permitted for say 
20 years after filling. 

It is. probably that by the 
end of 20 years the public 
would be averse to an area 
which had been used for 
reserve purposes being used 
for residential purposes. 

The value of the quarry 
as a tipping area should 
also be considered. 

The volume of the hole, 
approximately 200,000 cubic 


yards, if used for the dis-

The Shire Secretary Myr.

ment of the quarry site, the 
Valuer had submitted a re- 
turn showing that the value 
of the quarry would be 
$2,000 per acre. 


‘As the quarry is approx- 
imately seven acres in 
area, total value is $14,000. 
Access to the quarry hole 
site would be required to 
be made through one resi- 
dential block which is va- 
lued at $5,000 involving a 
total valuation of $19,000. 


A reasonable valuation for 
additional residential blocks 
would be at $5,000 per 
block. There are 13 resi- 
dential blocks adjoining the 
quarry site. Finance for the 
purchase of the area could 
be from Joan funds.

Children’s Teeth | 


THE ALTONA STAR 





are “Appalling” 


A health department doctor has hit out at 


some Altona children 
teeth”. 


The criticism, made by 
Dr. Mary Cowling, follows 
a medical check-up on 47 
children at the Altona Kin- 
dergarten at 47 Blyth St. 

Dr. Cowling said that less 
than half the children had 
teeth free from holes. 

“With a little care most 
dental decay in young 
children can be avoided, but 
parents seem unwilling to 
accept this fact’, she said. 
Here is Dr. Cowling’s re- 
port. in full: 


“Forty-seven of the child- 
ren attending this kind §r- 
garten were seen in Au- 
gust. This was a goad at- 
tendance in view of fhe 
current flu epidemic and on 
the whole they were a 
reasonably healthy group of 
children. 


“Respiratory tract. infec- 
tions were of course pre- 
valent among them, but 
most seemed to receive at- 
tention from their own doc- 
tors when this was war- 
ranted. A few with the 
after effects of flu _ still 
presenf were sent on to 
their own doctors for treat- 
ment. 


“Physically most children 
were well built and with 
few postural defects, their 
weights were mostly about 
average, and’ in most cases 
it was felt that they re 
ceived a satisfactory diet. 

“Various other minor phy- 
sical problems had already 
received attention from their 
own doctors or public hes- 
pitals, although a few cases 


further advice was sug- 
gested. 
“It is still surprisi to 


find’ in a group of children 
of this age, less than half 
have teeth free of caries. 
In a few cases mothers 
were careful with between 
meal snacks, and in a few 
cases fluoride tablets were 
given, but of the rest many 
had appalling teeth, and this 
despite the presence of the 
free dentai clinic. 


“Once more all parents 
were advised of its avail- 
ability and its whereabouts. 


With a little care most 
dental decay in yor 
children can be avoid 


but parents seem unwilling 
to accept this fact. 


“Four children had had 
no courses of immunization 
whatever. Apart from one 
parent who refuses to have 
this done, the rest of these 
children were at risk owing 
to maternal lack of interest 
apparently. Three others 
owing to repeated moves 
had had inadequate ‘polio- 
myelitis courses, and these 
should be recommenced. 


“A few require boosters|a 


before attending school. 
Nearly two-thirds of the 
group fortunately have been 
vaccinated.

in Millers Read, Brooklyn. 


In the numbering of Mil- 
Jers Rd. years ago, the 
Werribee Shire | numbered 
Millers Road from the 
Beach end commencing at 
i thence northerly, whilst 
jJater on Sunshine City com- 
menced the numbering of 
Millers Road from Princes 


Highway from No. 1 and 
then southerly. 
As Altona North was 


populated, the Sunshine num- 
bers were continued down} a 
Millers Road and all seem- 
ed to be going well as in 
those days Millers Road, 
Altona North was known as 
Millers Road, Brooklyn, or 
Millers Road, Paisley, 


The whole area is_ now 
known as Millers Road, 
Brooklyn or Altona North 


But that does not over- 
come the problem that num- 
bers 1 to 80 are more or 
less duplicated. 


The Jast number in Mil 
lers Road near Paisley 
Railway Station is 349, 


Therefore, in order to 
overcome the problem, it 
would appear that the fol- 


lowing alternatives are 
available, 
@ to alter the name of
